American Marriages Successful, 


Despite High Divorce Rate 


There is much more right than wrong with the American 
family, declares Louis I. Dublin, vice-president of Metropoti_ 
tan Life Insurance Co., in The Reader’s Digest for December. 
Despite alarmists’ fears that a breakdown in moral standards 
is resulting from our high divorce rate, the American family’s 
position in society has grown stronger, Dublin believes. The 
article from Parents’ Magazine. 


Our marriage rate is higher than that of any other country,, 
and Americans marry earlier in life than anywhere else in the 
Western World. Half of all children are born to mothers under 
28. This early parenthood is a unifying influence in the 
family, Dublin points out. The child is less likely to lose a 
parent by death. Young parents are matured emoticnally by 
the association with their children, and can look forward to 
the satisfaction of seeing their grandchildren grow up. 

Advances in medicine and sanitation, which have sharply 
lowered the infant-mortality rate and helped control diseases 
of children and adults, have done much to strengthen family 
life. New knowledge of psychology, enabling parents ana 
teachers to deal with the problems of children, is anothe: 
factor contributing to family solidarity. 

This solicitude of American parents for their offspring is 
iliustrated in the large expenditures made in raising and edu- 
cating children. To bring up a child to the age of 18 the aver- 
age family spends an amount equivalent to three times its 
annual income. Dublin states. Life insurance held by 75,000,- 
000 Americans, is evidence of parents’ willingness to sacrifice 
present comforts to safeguard their families’ future. 


Navy, FeFaring Minor Role, 
Usurjs Air Force Functions 


The United States Navy, knowing its super battleships to be 
useless in atomic war and fearing its relegation to a secondary 
role, is attempting to usurp the functions of the Air Force. 
The Navy’s plan for expansion, contemplating a fleet of giant 
aircraft carriers, involves vast and needless expense to Ameri- 


can taxpayers and jeopardizes America’s chances of victory 


in any future war. So charges William Bradford Huie in The 
Reader’s Digest for December. Mr. Huie, widely known 
authority on air power and naval history, is author of several 
books. 

Congress is convinced that our Air Force, not our Navy, 
shall constitute our first line of defense in the atomic age, Huie 
says. This conviction was overwhelmingly demonstrated by 
Congress’ recent historic vote in support of Air Secretary 
Symingtoin’s 70-group air program. 

The Navy, however, has not accepted the people’s verdict 
as expressed through Congress, Huie contends, but plans to 
spend $6 billion in 1949, at leasat $8 billion annually by 1951. 
“The result is a conflict not merely between the Navy and the 
Air Force, but between the Navy bureaucracy and the Am- 
erican people.” 

A large part of the Navy’s billions will be earmarked, unless 
Americans unite in protest, for super carriers costing over $100 
million each. These ships, the author is convinced, are highly 
wulnerable to enemy airplanes and thus far less effective, as 
bases for attack, than the ring of island bases we already have. 

AAs a vast and expensive air force, the Navy hasn’t enough 
roles to justify its present size, much less its expansion, Huie 
states. Its chief function in a future war will be to safeguard 
shipping against enemy submarines. “But you don’t fight sub- 
marines with super carriers. You use the little “jeep’ carriers 
which we have in mothballs by the score and which Henry 
Kaiser can stamp out like doughnuts.” 

The admirals, “thinking like bureaucrats,” know that if the 
Navy is to be saved as an arm comparable in stature to the Air 
Force it must qualify to attack Moscow and Magnitogorsk. To 
do so it must have not only giant carriers but the long-range 
aircraft heretofore considered a weapon of the Air Force. 

By propaganda and a strong alliance with industry the Navy 
seeks to maintain its historic position as a major arm of the 
service, Huie charges. The Navy’s “unabashed civilian pro- 
paganda agency,” is the Navy League. The League has spent 
thousands this year in mailings to Congressmen, schools, news- 
papers and its own 10,000 members. In addition to collecting 
membership fees, the Navy League solicits and receives large 
donations from industry. 


Development of its air force has enabled the Navy to spread | 


its spending into remote Congressional districts far from the 
soo. Greet navel-air training centers in Kansas and Oklahoma. 

Because of Navy propaganda, Huie asserts, “to oppose the 
Navy’s expansion seems like breaking faith with John Paul 
Jones and all the valiant men who have gone down to the 
sea in snips. ‘

Germany and Berlin 


By Fred W. Smith past Presi- 
dent of Lions International. 
THE CONDENSED REPORT 

While in Paris, in my capa- 
city as Lions International 
Consultant to the Economic 
and Social Council of the 
United Nations and as Ob- 
server at the United Nations 
General Assembly sessions, I, 
together with eleven other re- 
presentatives of the 60-odd 
Am eric an Governmental 
Organizations, was invited by 
the United States Delegation 
to the United Nations to make 
a five-day inspection tour of 
the American zone in Ger- 
many and the American sector 
of Berlin, as guests of General 
Lucius D. Clay and the Ameri- 
can Military Government. 
Lions International was the 
only service organization 
participating in this revealing 
inspection tour. 

We left Paris by air at 6:30 
p- m., Thursday, October 14, 
and arrived one hour and 50 
minutes later in Frankfurt, 
Germany, hub for the Berlin 
air lift operations. The next 
morning several of us walked 
around this once prosperous |< 
and picturesque city, and! 
found it now a depressi ing}, 
scene of devastation. How- 
ever, here as elsewhere in the 
American Zone, we found 
considerably improved morale! 
on the part of the German| 
population as a result of the 
recent American currency re- 
form, which has 
production and trade. 

We spent Friday forenoon 
making an inspection tour of| 
a Displaced Persons’ camp atj 
Hanau. Here approximately | 
9,400 persons live in army 
barracks under extremely 
crowded conditions, 64 square 
feet being allowed per person. 
The camp is very clean how. 
ever, and the occupants are 
all healthy-appearing, being 
fed an adequate, well-balanced 
diet. All kinds and classes of 
people are found in these Dis- 
placed Persons’ camps, from 
highly educated and pro- 
fessionally trained men and 
women all along the scale to 
laborers. 

Saturday morning, October 
16, we were present at Gen- 
eral Clay’s conference with the 
Military Government staff and 
German Labor Ministers from 
the various states.
